In the past, few months, U.S. 
Coast Guard investigators have 
targeted Florida lake and river 
fishing guides as well as airboat 
ride operators for operating ille- 
gally.

ing" Captain's license. 

The Coast Guard maintains 
authority on all waters, both 
fresh and saltwater that are con- 
sidered navigable water, on often 
used analogy works well.

1 Charlie Gallagher's dirt 
road, clapboard neighborhood 

` may be on the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places, but he 
doesn't get too excited about it. 
Maybe it's because he's seen so 
muck of Old Town’s history 
firsthand. 

“I was born in this house 72 
years ago,” he said, sitting on 
his front porch and gazing 
toward the nearby Amelia Riv- 
er. "It's been just like this. all 
my life, just like it is now.” 

But the  semiretired 
shrimper and fish camp owner 
knows changé is coming. 
Developers, responding to 
news of plans for street paving 
and sidewalk and.sewerage 
installation, are buying land 
and readying to build up one of 
the last undeveloped spots on 
Florida's east coast. 

Gallagher just hopes he and 
his neighbors don't become 
strangers in their own land. A 
University of Florida architec- 
ture professor and a team of 
architects are seeing to it they 
don't. 


Fernandina Beach city offi- 
cials called on William Tilson 
last year to create guidelines to 
keep from overwhelm- 
ing the roughly 30-acre com- 
munity of eclectic architecture 
at the north end of Amelia 
Island. 

Tilson and his team started 
the work in August. Their aim: 


"To preserve the area's diverse 


history and general feel with- 
out imposing overly strict lim- 
its and stymying growth. 

Giveri Old Town's historic 
significance, that could be a 
tall order. 

“Old Town was the last town 
platted by the Spanish in the 
western hemisphere. This is 
really a pure example of Span- 
ish land planning,” said Tilson, 
who thoroughly researched Old 
Town's history. - 

First settled by the Spanish 
in the 1560s, the area was the 
original site of the town of Fer- 
nandina. Like many places in 
Florida, it was under several 
flags - including the British 
from 1764 to 1783, the Spanish 
again in 1811 and American in 
1812. 


‘the last untouched coastal towns 


When a railroad head was 
established after the Civil War 
farther south in what now is 
downtown Fernandina Beach, 
Old Town was left behind. A 
paper mill built later at Old 
Town's southern edge further 
isolated the area. In recent 
years, downtown Fernandina 
Beach became a trendy Victori- 
an shopping and dining spot. 
Old Town saw no such revival. 

In February 1995, Fernandi- 
na Beach secured a $600,000 
federal Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant. That's when 
developers began buying up 
land in earnest. It's also when 
city leaders realized they need- 
ed to act quickly. 

"There was a sense of urgen- 
cy because we knew the devel- 
opment was coming and with- 
out any guidelines the piace 
was going to be overdevel- 
oped," said Jose Miranda Jr., a 
Fernandina Beach architect 
who served on the city's his- 


„toric district council and 


helped bring Tilson into the

Remembering a good dad 
on Father's Day, June 15 ,

At the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American War in the 
spring of 1898, Theodore Roo- 
sevelt, who was then assistant 
secretary of the Navy, began 
organizing his legendary regi- 


* ment of Rough Riders. After a 


four-day, four-night train ride 
from San Antonio, the newly 
recruited Rough Riders arrived 
in Tampa "very tired and very 
dirty" Training began at once 
and the future president of the 
United States found time to 
write but опе Jetter. “Blessed 
Bunnies,” he began in a tender 
note to his children as he pre- 
pared to step across the his- 
toric threshold from peace to 
war. 

Teddy Roosevelt was many 
things, but what mattered 
most to him was being a 
father. Joan Paterson Keer, 
who has collected Roosevelt's 
letters in A Bully Father: 
Theodore Roosevelt's Letters 
to His Children, makes:a 
point worth noting: "Theodore 
was the quintessential family 
man. In letter after letter that 
he wrote to his family and 
friends, he spoke of the pride, 
the love and the joy that he 
derived from his family. No 
matter that he had achieved 


the highest „ау, їп do 
land, his wife and children 
came first." Roosevelt always 
saw his family as the needle of 
his life's compass. As he once 
wrote to his sister Barnie, 
whether in victory or defeat, he 
had “the happiest home life of 
any man whom I have ever 
known.” 

It is remarkable to reflect on 
how this incredibly busy man - 
President, Explorer, Author, 
and Rough Rider - found the 
time to relate with each of his 
children as individuals. With 
little Alice, he spent hours on 
the floor building block houses 
and delighting her with stories 
of the make-believe’ people who 
inhabited them. Ted, Jr. spent 
time with his father pretend- 
ing to fight the Civic War bat- 
tle of Mobile Bay with paste- 
board models of boats. Young 
Kermit delighted in riding 
their pony. General Grant, 
which TR led around Sag- 
amore Hill for hours at a time. 
Ethel and Archie enjoyed 
roughhousing, tackling their 
father and pinning him to.the 
ground in triumph, actually 
believing they won every 
wrestling match. , > 

The study of Teddy Roosevelt 
as a father is a testament to 
his priorities. He did not live to 


see his face on Mount Bosh. 
more or to appreciate just how 
much he captured the imagina- 
tion of the country. But he did 
live to see the children he 
loved grow to adulthood and 
develop into honest, hardwork- 
ing citizens who built families 
of their own. 

You may never be president 
of the United States or see 
your face on Mount Rushmore, 
but you can make a difference 
in your family and community 
by being a responsible father. 
Fatherhood is a commitment to 
priorities and oftentimes à sac- 
rifice, but it is also a privilege 
and an honor. The joy to be 
received from spending time 
with your children - playing 
ball or dolls, riding bikes, read- 
ing books, or letting them win 
wrestling matches - is much 


"more rewarding and eternally 


significant than any present 
you could open this Father's 
Day.

“And the rockets’ red glare, the bombs burst- 
ing in air, gave proof through the night...” 

We all know these inspiring words by Francis 
Seott Key, who witnessed the gallant defense of 
Fort McHenry against British invaders during 
the War of 1812. 

We learned them by heart as school children, 


or perhaps later in life as immigrants to this_ 


great land. We sing them in unison at civic or 
sporting events. During the Fourth of July 
weekend, we reflect upon the meaning of our 
national anthem while enjoying community fire- 


‚ works displays. 


Unfortunately, other July 4th activities = * enc 
as "bottle-rocket wars" and random fireworks 
displays - can mar the fun and safety of the hol- 
iday for many Floridians, especially our chil- 
dren. What starts as a game can end in tragedy, 
when youths point or throw bottle rockets at 
others, or engage in other dangerous pranks. 

Nationally, each year fireworks cause about 
12,000 injuries that require emergency treat- 
ment. Children under age 14 suffer nearly half 
of these injuries, according to the National Safe- 
ty Council, a non-profit, public service organiza- 
tion. 

In 1996, Floridians reported 178 fires started 
by fireworks and causing thousands of dollars. of 


property damages.’ 
Floridà law prohibits the sale jor use of fire- 
works, except for certain non-éxplosive items 


such as sparklers: The law allows for the sale or 


use of trick noisemakers and. novelty products, ·

such as party poppers, snake pellets, smoke 
bombs and similar items. The sale and use of 
illegal fireworks can result in a one year jail 
term and fine of up to $1,000. 

The National Fire Protection Association, a 
non-profit.organization of fire service, insurance 
industry and other professionals, sets the guide- 
lines for public fireworks displays. Under ma 
direction, the Division of State Fire Marshal 
tests and approves sparklers for sale in Florida. 

We can all enjoy a safer July 4th by remem-._ 
bering these basic steps: 

* Carefully read the warning labels and direc- 
tions on sparkler packages or other products 
Since improper use can cause burns or other 
injuries; 

Light sparklers in a clear, outdoor area, away 
from automobiles, homes, trash piles, dry leaves 
or flaminable materials; 

* Light only one sparkler at a time while stand- 
ing on a smooth, flat surface, and hold the 
sparkler at arm's length since its tip can reach a 
temperature of more than 1,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit; D 

* Keep al cket of water handy to douse 
used or malfunctioning (ie. dud) products; 

* Keep onlookers at least 30 feet away from any? 
display; 

* Keep celebrations under а supervision 
, and don’t allow toddlers or young children to. 
" handle sparklers; and, 

* Keep your pets away y fro displays. Dogs have

into а quiet, dark room; `

` Patients who undergo photo- 
dynamic therapy remain very 
sensitive tó sun and light for 
four to six weeks. They must 
stay away from direct sunlight 
and high intensity reading 
lamps and are urged not to go” 
outdoors until after sundown.

wants to accomplish. If all of 
the employees are kept in the 
dark, no one on the team will 
know what to do. Secondly, we 
need to determine the goals to 
be accomplished. Input from 
everyone is valuable. Your con- 
tribution is important. Just 
remember that the president of 
a giant corporation may be rec- 
ognized as important, but the 
job cannot be done without the 
shelves you stock, the cloth you 
weave, the wood. you finish, the 
sale you make, the machinery 
you build, the smile you give a 
new customer. The company 
cannot survive without people 
like you. Discuss the ground 
rules, procedures and expecta- 
tions to avoid most future dis- 
agreements. 

Team members show mutual 
respect for other members of 
the team. You've got to be will- 
ing to trust the skill and.exper- 
tise of other group members 
and to become interdependent, 
forsaking some of your own 
independence to do so. If only 
one member of the team can do 
the job, then what happens to 
the organization when that 


member leaves, dies, etc.? 
Through education and delega- 
tion, we can make the team 
more efficient and stronger 
than a one person show. 

The fourth item is tó do your 
part. Keep commitments you 
make to co-workers. Volunteer 
to help out teammates when 
they face a tight deadline. Let 
them know that you are will- 
ing to do whatever it takes to 
get the job done. Speak up. To 
be a top team member is a big 
responsibility. Some people 
prefer to sit on the sidelines 
‘their entire life and watch 
while others “play the game”. 
They withhold any contribu 
tions they might have made, 
then sit back and later say, “I 
told you so”. Good team mem- 
bers don’t do that. They are 
committed at the outset and 
are willing to reveal their 
thoughts and feelings to oth- 
ers. Overall, it takes courage to 
be a good team player. 

Finally, you must share the 
glory. You will make a poor 
team player if you try to cop all 
the glory for the ideas that 
work - and backpedal on those

The 
category four hurricane that 
struck the island in September 
of 1900 claimed over 6,000 
lives. No one knew*it was com- 
ing, so no one could prepare or 
evacuate. ` 

Today, we always know 
when a tropical system is 
headed our way. The marvels 
of modern technology make 
-sure there aren't any surprises 
in the tropics anymore. 

In outer-space, sophisticated 
weather satellites scan the 
skies, ready to eyeball any sus- 

icious cloud. Along the coast- 
ine from Texas to Maine, the 
National Weather Service has 
just completed installing 54 
state-of-the-art Doppler radars 
prepared to analyze a hurri- 
cane's winds and rainfall. 

In Tampa, ready for its first 
test, sits the newest high-tech 
tool in the hurricane forecast- 
ing. arsenal of the National 
Weather Service. It is 2 $37 
million high altitude jet that is 
expected to improve hurricane 
forecasts by as much as 20 per- 
cent. 

“For the first time, forecast- 


ers will have atmospheric data - 


nt high altitudes where steer- 
ing currents direct the motion 
of à hurricane," said D. James 
Baker, the Undersecretary of 
Commerce. “We'll have à com- 
plete picture of the atmosphére 
all around a developing storm." 

Hurricane Hunter aircraft. 
will still fly into hurricanes to 
measure wind speed and baro-

metric pressure. The new jet 
will fly around and above the 
hurricane at altitudes up to 
45,000 feet, measuring wind 
currents in the upper atmos- 
phere that steer the storm. 

That's information forecast- 
ers at the National Hurricane 
Center have never had before. 
It could mean a revolution in 
hurricane forecasting. 

“The jet is going to give us 
detailed information on the 
steering flow of the storm," 
said Jerry Jarrell, Deputy 
Director of the National 
Hurricane Center. "When we 
combine that data with our 
computer models, I think you'll 
see better forecasts." 

Even without the new jet, 
forecasters have done a 
remarkable job predicting hur- 
ricanes over the last two sea- 
sons. Remember Hurricane 
Bertha last July? 

That storm was headed right 


toward us yet the National 
Hurricane Center predicted it 
would turn to the north, away 
from our coastline. The storm 
did make that turn, almost

Still, Jarrell says there is 
room for improvement. Last 
year, for example, a 48 hour 
forecast was correct to within 
150 miles. Twenty-four hour 
forecasts were better, pinpoint- 
ing a hurricane's track to with- 
in 85 miles. Jarrell says the 
new jet should help increase 
the accuracy of forecasts even 
more. . 

This improved accuracy will 
be expensive, however. It cost 
$37 million to build the new jet 
and a typical nine hour 
research flight runs $25,000. 
Yet, the jet could save thou- 
sands more with better fore- 
casts. 

*For every mile we don't 
have to evacuate, we save as 
much as $1 million," said Dr. 
Elbert Friday, the head ofthe 
National Weather Service.
